Mr. Carroll, who uttered the words 
quoted above, regulated every day of 
his life by eternal considerations, was 
careful to avail himself of opportuni- 
ties for going good, and to check in- 
clinations whose gratification might 
spoil the day, and make it not only 


worthless, but harmful, for eternity. 


The saints: weighed everything on 
eternal scales. If the scales showed 
the thing to be meritorious, helpful 
to their'own or others’ spiritual good, 
productive of grace, pleasing to God, 
they made use of it. If, on the con- 
trary, it tipped the scales in the op- 
posite direction, if it was something 
which it were better to leave undone 
or strictly to avoid, of course, they 
had nothing to do with it. 


Mr. Carroll's life was built on the 
philosophy of Job, who says: “When 
a few years are come, then I-shall go 
the way whence I shall not return.” 
Since ‘there is no return to the joys 
and pleasures of this life, the one 
matter of importance is that our way 
lead to joy and happiness and riches 
eternal. But these are purchased only 
by. a life lived in accordance with the 
will of God, the Remunerator. 


The words of a certain Mrs. Hemans 
are quite applicable to characters like 
Mr. Carroll: 


“Calm on the bosom of thy God, 

Fair spirit! rest thee now! . 

E’en while with ours ‘thy footsteps 
trod, : 

His seal was on thy brow. 


“Dust to its narrow house beneath, 
Soul to its place on high!

OMORROW, February 22, we cele- 

brate the two hundredth anniver- 
sary of the birth of George Washing- 
ton. Beginning with this day and 
continuing throughout the year, cele- 
brations in his honor will be held iu 
every part of the United States. Cath- 
olie¢s, ef course, will play an import- 
ant paft in the nation-wide observance 
of the birthday of our first President. 
We, as a body, are grateful to Wash- 
ington for his friendliness to the Cath- 
olics of his time and for his just and 
never to be forgotten attitude toward 
religious liberty. 

The more one reads of the life and 
character of Washington, the more 
does the impression grow that from 
the standpoint of liberality of view 
and broadness of vision, here was one 
of the greatest minds that has ever 
lived in the world. Surrounded by in- 
tolerancé on every side he was ada- 
mant from the first in the practical 
application of the principles of reli- 
gious freedom, which were afterwards 
incorporated in the Constitution. 

After Washington’s appointment in 
1775 as head of the Colonial forces at 
Cambridge, an expedition was con- 
templated against Quebec. As Com- 
mander-in-Chief, he wrote to Benedict 
Arnold, in charge of the expedition, 
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“To the Roman Catholics in the 


United States of America: 

_“As mankind becomes more liberal, 
they will be more apt to allow that all 
those who conduct themselves as 
worthy members of the community are 
equally entitled to the protection of 
civil government. I hope ever to see 
America among the feremost nations 
in examples of justice and liberality. 
And I presume that your fellow-citi- 
zens will not forget the patriotic part 
which you took in the accomplishment 
of their Revolution and the establish- 
ment of your Government, or the im- 
portant assistance which they receiv- 
ed from a nation in which the Roman 
Catholic faith is professed. . . . May 
the members of your society in Amer- 
ica, animated alone by the pure spirit 
of Christianity, and still conducting 
themselves as the faithful subjects of 
our free government, enjoy every 
temporal and spiritual felicity.”

The recent trouble was occasioned by a movement headed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury to bring about union with 
the Old Catholic Church. This latter body, small numerically 
and stagnant, owes its origin to a rebellion against the de- 
cision of the Vatican Council promulgating the infallibility of 
the Pope. 3 

It would haye been much easier for the Anglican body to 
unite with Rome than to unite with these secessionists, be-
